Abandons Suicide Blast 


Francis J. Gelwicks, 33-year-old 
father of three young children, re­ 
siding on the H arney road, near 
Emmitsburg, died about 7:30 o’clock 
Sunday morning from the (‘fleets of 
poison. 
Gelwicks, 
according 
to 
police, 
had been drinking and had exhaust­ 
ed his supply. 
R ecalling that last 
winter he had used alcohol and 
glycerine in the 
radiator of his 
automobile 
and 
th a t, 
when 
he 
drained his radiator this spring, he 
had saved the fluid, Gelwicks de­ 
cided to try the poisonous mixture. 
On Friday Gelwicks indulged in 
the alcohol-glyeerine mixture 
The 
first drink did not s****m to affect 
him and Gelwicks continued drink­ 
ing the poison. 
According to the 
Emmitsburg police officer, Gelwicks 
is said to have d ru n k about a quart 
of the fluid. 
Later Friday evening Oelwicks be­ 
gan to feel the effects of the poi­ 
sonous mixture but on Saturday he 
reported for work at the Claude 
Long farm. 
D uring 
the day his 
condition became m ore acute and j 
Gelwicks decided to attem pt to a1- J 
leviate 
his 
condition. 
Securing j 
some coal oil Gelwicks decided to 
drink some in an attem p t to make 
him sick and thus, according to the 
police, beoome relieved of the poi­ 
son that made him ill. 
Gelwicks is said bv police to have 
drunk one glass of coal oil and that 
it had failed to induce Hie desired 
effect. His condition gradually be­ 
came worse. 
E arly Sunday morn- j 
ling a physician was summoned but 
Gelwicks’ condition was so critical 
that the attending physician could 
not save him and he died a short 
time later.

church. 
Perhaps if we reverse our 
program , put worship first and th en 
follow w ith Bible school, we m ight 
overcom e some of our weaknesses." 
C ontinuing the Rev. Mr. T hom as 
said: “A third major problem of th e 
church is that of finance. 
Every 
local church and denomination m ust 
face th e money problem. Too m any 
back aw ay from it. Elven officials 
hate to tackle it. 
But if people 
were tru ly converted there would 
not be m uch trouble with financial 
support.

"O ne ten th of our salary or in ­ 
come is the minimum. As C h ris­ 
tians we cannot give less. 
Som e 
may say, I don't believe the Lord 
w ants 
m e to neglect my

debts even to tithe.* T hat analysis 
is h alf rig h t and half wrong. 
T ith ­ 
ing is an honest debt and the safest 
and best plan is to use it for w hat 
it is intended. The tithe is the first 
claim on our income and should be 
m ade a preferred claim, paid first, 
"T ile m an who begins an y th in g 
well begins it with God.
